Auy endeavor to plant so noble* 
charity a* this must be made with full 
understanding of the danger of provoking 
lukewarm**** er open hostility among 
religious denominations, benevolent so- 
cietie*, or (he protections. It will be im- 
poaslble to *eenn the oo-operatlon of ev- 
ery individual or orgaaiMtloa, but to In- 
sure the lattlag wwcew ot aaeh an enter- 
prise a tytt*m ni«*t k* panned that 
shall disarm opposition to the greatest 
poariM* extent. 
Previous attempt* In 


town* of similar sire, If well considered, 
will reader unnecessary much disappoint- 
ing experience, will save the loos of much 
time, and avoid the risk ef exciting de- 
nominational or profeaslonal Jealousy. 


Your cormpeadent will undertake to 


point out only a few of the dangers likely 
to be encountered In the beginning. 


The mo*t prolific source of danger will 


be In tectarian diawnt among religious 
denominations; for, while all ncognlu 
the loftiness of motive and the broad ca- 
thollclim of an attempt to minister to 
the need* of the sick, each sect of chrls- 
llans will aspire to a share In the control 
of th* charity, If not t» It* exclusive man- 
agement. This danger may be averted 
by putting the general managemeit Into 
the hands of a board of trustee*, compos- 
ed of all religion* sect* In town, having 
an organization. 


Probably the neildanger In Importance 


to be shunned Is professions! rivalry 
among those who are expected to render 
professional service to the sick. 


To give the management and control of 


the hospital to one or more physicians or 
surgeons will be sure lo excite the envy 
and opposition of those who are not se- 
lected, as well a* of their adherent* j for 
while the medical profession comprises 
everywhere many noble men whose phi- 
lanthropy la called to dally exorcis*, Us 
member!) are yet subject, In some degree, 
to selfishness and envy, aad these pas- 
sions will be sure to .Had a voice. This 
danger may be averted by allowing each 
reputable physiclaa to render gratuitous 
service In turn, for a period of time to be 


amed by Ihe trustees. 
Every Buffering person should be allow 


ed the beaefll of this charity, regardless 
of character, sect, or any other distinc- 
tion, subject lo no other limitations than 
compliance with the requirement* of the 
management and lt« ability to provide as- 
sistance. 


It must be free from municipal control, 


except of tbe most general tort, or It will 
soon become the charge of the city. Ita 
management must be free from all but 
generous and noble instinct* and pur- 
poses. There must be n* criticisms or 
questioning as to the eminent fitness of 
those who have undertaken the care and 
direction of the Internal administration of 
this charity. They nc*d no tribute of re- 
spect or praise. 


Let us sink oat of sight all leaser con- 


cern* and unite In building a better 
exponent of Christianity than churches 
or vestments.

questioning as to the eminent fitness of 
those who have undertaken the care and 
direction of the Internal administration of 
this charity. They nc«d no tribute of re- 
spect or praise.
